Under Section 3(a) of the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 


1949 the Agency is authorized to exercise certain procurement 
authorities ‘contained in the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947. 
The specific sections of the Armed Services Procurement Act, the 
. authorities of which CIA was authorized to exercise, were incor- 

ouaeea by reference in Section 3(a) of the CIA Act of 1949. Since 

passage of the CIA Act, additional functions have been aseicned to 
the Agency. This, and added experience, indicate the need to 
exercise other authorities contained in the Armed Serviced Pro- 

curement Act of 1947. . . 

Under Section 2(c) of the Procurement Act, the Armed Services 
may negotiate purchases and contracts without advertising in 
seventeen listed circumstances.
